Mrs. Booker, after receiTing the ter- 
rible woond, atafted for the city hospi- 
tal, which ia ooily a short distance from 
the aoene of the tragedy.

Oue of the men became exhausted be- 
fore going very far aad had to be helped 
to the surface by hia companiona. 

Captain Bicharda with a email gang 
of men went down shaft No. 5 yeator- 
day, and succeed in getting within 800 
feet of No. 4, when uer ware afkald tn 
gofnrther, owing to tm fat, andfa- 
turned to the snrnoe aa faat aa poeatbla. 
After this attempt had been made tha 
men who had reutlTe and others haT- 
ing f rienda in the mine want to Captain 
PameU with the reqnoat that abaft No. 
8 be nnoorered. Thiqrhad nohopeaof 
the men being alive, bnt ware ansiona 
to recover the bodiea. 

Captain Parnell then called all the 
miners together and made a long ad- 
dress to tl^m saying that it wonld give 
the tire drait and that there waa timber 
enough in the mines to keep the fire op 
for weeks aud that this action would 
cause a much longer delay iu recover- 
ing the bodies. He is of the opinion 
that the best plan is to cover every 
draught uutil about Wednesday which 
would no doubt amply smother the 
tire, tlieu open shafts Nos. 1 aud 5. 
i reate a draught and draw the gaa oat 
of the mine. 

Ill eonelu^iDii he said po.-itively that 
he would not under aii.v consideration 
open shaft No :i. He. tiowever, con- 
sented at the request of tlie men to bat- 
ten up -haft No. e and ojieii shafts No 
1 and two, which latter two have been 
clo.^ied with 'rap:5 and leave it thus for 
about 5 hour.- with the ende.ivor to cre- 
ate .1 dralt aud draw the g.i- from and 
away from No. 4, iu the vicimty of 
whicii It is thought moat (rf the bodlaa 

will be found. 

It this method does uot prove success- 
ful after about hve or six hours, it was 
decided that every shaft should be 
battened down and kept so until about 
Wednesday when all the shafts will be 
opened and another attempt made to 
reach the bodies. The relatives of the 
entombed men are becoming more 
anxious as each hour passes by to re- 
cover the bodies and would willingly 
enter Uie homing mine, which they 
know wonld mean death to trv and find 
even u few of the miaaing booiea. The 
majority of the men say that most ot 
the bodies will undoubtedly be found OB 
or near tho 17th level of shaft No. 4. 

Abont 6 o*cIock yesterday afternoon 
the men became convinced that their 
scheme wonld uot work and now every 
shaft has been tightly closed to remain 
so antil Wednesday. Many thonaanda 
a day visit the mine and when thia lat- 
ter annonnoement waa made the ftantio 
criea of the heartbroken motbera. aona 
and daoghtera could be heard all over 
the location. 

How the fire originated is a mystery.

limade that our present Scriptures are untrust- 
worthy. Thli proposition I denounce as utterly 
false. Permit me to remark at this potnt that no 
intelligent critic ot the BlbU who poseeeeet real 
Mholanhtp, ha ha trtoM er toe, dana to make 
nteh a ttateaeBt as the one abova qnoM In the 
face of known faols to tho contrary. Bach state- 
manli coma only from anlaamad rhatortoians, 
whoee tntormation is noalTM at sMoad and 
third hand, and whoa* onhaltowed aeal laada 
thaai to maka daclanttons, tho nttor falsity of 
which thoy mi(M sea had thay tbe ability to go 
, to original sonroos of information and learn (or 
thamsalres. 

L Wtean getot IhU stif>jcct heller by inquiring how 
Oteft came lu be variatinn^ in itiffrroil copies of Scrip- 
lurtt. The original autographs of the apostolic 
writers, whether written by themselves (Qal. 
6:IU 11 Thess. 3:17) or dietated to clerks (Rom. 
ir,:^; Col. 4:18) are lost. There is a ren-son for 
this. If still in existence they would be the ob- 
jects of the Idolatrous veneration of tl.ousands 
of mi.s({iiided people, as is the case to day with 
the so-called "sacred relics" of Home. They 
perished (how few manuscrlpt-s of modern books 
are preserved after they have been used by the 
printer, and yet no one thinks of doubtiUK a 
book on that account) probably before the close 
of the first century, or soon after they were 
copied and di.siributed. Writing In that day 
waa done upon the papyrus paper (2nd Jno. 12) 
which was very brittle and perishable, and upon 
parchment (2nd Tim. 4:18) mada from the skins 
of animals, wkleh waa far Mon ooaHy and 
dorabloi TbapndaMtoBofboakaWMdana by 
tha labortooa pieeaaa ol eenrtac fcf band, n 
thlBwaadeM byevsa thobaat tnlaad eapyisu 
■anyenonwonldaNa^la. In this way errors 
taaro onpt into eo^ot the aefiptnns. It may 
beaffoad that if Ood gara oa an InfaUlMa Bible 
ha oortainly akoald inson Its inlaUlUa tiaascrip- 
tlon. If this ha daauadad, with tha saaa reason 
let it be damaadad that than shaU ba InlaUibla 
printers, commentators and readers, which Is 
absurd, to say the least of it. But now let us see 
. bow errors and variations have crept Into our 
Bible. The.fe errors are more numerous .lince 
the old mauusi ripts did not have the benefit of 
repeated proof readings as do our modern books. 
The variations of the Greek text are partly ac- 
cidental and partly Intentional, .\( ridi iiuil er- 
rors proceed from niisreadiuif or from nii>liear- 
lDg(ln cases of dli't:Uio!i) or from fault of mem- 
ory. InteiitioiiHl errors are due to misjudgmeiit 
or to an iuuoi ei i di xin- to correct supposed mis- 
takes, to supply defects, to harmonize seeming 
discrepancies or to wilful corruption for secta- 
rian purposes. Examples of wilful corruption or 
mutilation of the text are exceeding rare. The 
most Important case of this kind Is Marclou 
(liTed X80-180 A. D., a Qnostlo and founder ol cor- 
rupt form of Christianity), who mnttlated tbe 
Ckispol of Luke to salt his peonllar riows. The 
▼ariattons which InvoWa the sansa may be re. 
dooad. to thvM olasssa : (This classiflcation origl- 
aatad with Dr. Tngollaa, the famous toztuai 
crltio ot tha Vaw Tratament who died in 1875). 
Omissions, additions or substitution of words 
or phiasas. (1). Omisstons frequently occurred 
as is tlM case in copying any document. When 
two lines or sentences ended with tbe same 
word, the intervening words wen often uncuu- 
sclously omitted. (3). In copying, additions 
wen made to the text lu many ways. There 
were additions from parallel passages lu the Uos- 
pcl ; from a love of paraphrase and ampUttuatlou 
in endeavorluK to make the text plainer: from 
tradition, faulty memory aud uueoiiscinusly in- 
serting in th^ text some word or phrase wbirli 
had been placed on the imirKin or betn oeu the 
lines by some jirevious (oi.yist. \ery fre- 
quently one word wa^ substituted for auotin r 
similar in spellliui or sound or seemiuKly belter 
suited to the context. Tlu se stateiiieiiis t ould be 
made plainer by illustruttons if I had space aud 
time. However they are sutticlent to show how 
there came to be variations In copies of the 
Scriptures. All tb .«e errors are notblug more 
nor less than the result of human liability to 
to maka mistakes.

With the development of the science of 
texttuU crittoism tha number of these errors have 
bean estlmatad. Dr. Ccrivanar wrote In ISTl

• tions they will not fall much short of i^o.uoo 
This number far exceeds the variations of any 
ancient book for the reason that the New Testa- 
ment was more frei|iieiitly cnpii'd. ("We have 
only a Ii'W <'o|>ies oi Uu- lircek and Koinau clas 
slCK on which ue uiusi rci'ly lor the text while 
wc have hundreds of eiii'ies of the (ireek New 
Testament, and tln-se are only a remnant of 
many thousand cojiie- wliieli were ileslroyed 
during the early per.seeution.s (especially thai of 
Diocletian), or perisiied by use or neglect." 
Phillip .Sli^tr, p. 177. ( " Companion to tiroek Test- 
ament,") triiuslaled aud quoted than the most 
celebrated W(jrks of (ireek and Kumaii genius. 
Now as to their value. The 1.50,(M) may seem 
alarming but is a te.stimouy to the Immense im- 
Itortance of tbe New Testament and insures the 
integrity of its te^t. Ouly 400 variations out of 
these UO.OOO matarlally affect the sense. Of 
these no more than so an really important for 
soma reason os^tlier, and of these SO not one 
aflbcU an artftle of faith or a i«eoapt of duty 
which Is npt abundantly sustained! by other 
loriptttres as to wbtcb then Is no donbt. If 
you wue an onbaUever then is not a creditable 
copy ot the lerlptures that I would not gladly 
put into your bandato make tou wise ttuto 
salvation. Let me quote ban from Or. Esrs 
Ab^ot, who ranks among tbe first textual critics 
and who was a .Unitarian and thtu had no axe 
to grind, (Anglo American Bible Bevisibn, p. 92): 
" Ho Christian dootrlne or duty rests on those 
portions of the text which an aBbotad by dlflkr 



wiMtam In settling upon strong and Imprsgua 
ble evidence as to which of the various readings 
is the correct one. This then plaoee the Word 
berond doubt. The man who will claim that 
tho Bible is onunstworthy in tbe face ot these 
facts is dishonest or Ignorant, in which latter 
0,1^ I case hta Ignorance is worse than dishonesty. This 
large number of various readings Is a positive 
advantage in ascertaining the true text, for the 
oiiglnal reading Is sure to be preserveil in one or 
more of these sources. I'er.niit me to call your 
attention to this matter from anntherslaadpoint 
and I will relieve your patletiee.

They are 
not so valuable as those of tha preceding class 
because copied at a later date and containing 
more errors. However these error* can be 
traced and their origin explained so that the 
corrected text of the iloeunienls agrees with that 
the more ancient ones. Then wc have over 'M) 
copies of S<'rlpture lessons copied from the 
Scriptures to be usi'il in public worship au<l 
datinv,- from the tenth and twelfth centuries. 
These when corrected also agree with the pre- 
ceding. (2.) Then we h.tve numbers of transla- 
tions from the Greek into other languages, datii g 
from the fourth century down. Tne most Im- 
portant of theke translations are Into the Latin, 
Syrlsc.
